Tliefdiil 

DR. H. T. BARNES

ed Slides and Motion 
Pictures 



.Spiiiitaneous applaus» and an un- 
Ruccessful attempt to adjourn weru 
features at the meeting of the Physi- 
oiil Society held yestordiiy aflertioon. 
Before tlie chairman could stand up to 
adjourn the meeting, at the end of Dr. 
B;irne's lecture, tiovcral members of 
the audience, like little Oliver, u^kotl 
for more. Dr. Barnes, scclni,' that the 
demand was universal, was kind 
fnmigh to put on some hitherto un- 
^liowii slides of IcobcrgEi. 

Dr. BarneH wag Intnoduccd by 
Prof. Rctllcy. of tho Physics Dopurt- 
mcnt. The noted Ice experimenter be- 
gan by rending extracts from a letter 
written to an American Admiral. In 
which he gave his opinions about the 
destruction of Icebergs, rrhls letter 
wa."! pjovoked by a trip with tho 
United States Ice Patrol to tho vicini- 
ty of Newfoundland. He discovered 
that cracks due to thermal strain 
caused the iceberg to break up. 

Beautifully coJorcd views of ice- 
bergs those taken agalnsct the xun. 
The whiteness of the bergs, It was ex- 
plained was eatised by imprisoned air. 

In demonstrating the action of 
thcmilte the lecturer showed how the 
Hupcr-heated particles of Iron cause 
a decomposition of the Ice Into hydro- 
gen and oxygen. The heat catises this 
hydrogen to btim und the oxygen iH 
liberated. 

Moving picture.-! of thermit in action 
were then projected on the screen. 
These picttires so clearly demonstrat 
ed the tremendous power of thermit, 
that tho audience spontaneously ap- 
plauded Dr. Barnes for his wonderful 
work. These moving picture, were 
taken ai night with the light generat- 
ed by- the thermit Itself. Tho explo- 
sions looked like hundred.s of rocket.i 
going up at onco. Although his time 
^\as up. requcHtB from the audience 
Persuaded the lecturer to ahow sonjo 
more slides, and those wore very much 
appreciated by them.

Working with I'roK .lo.siii.h 11. I'en- 
nlman. Is ». roriimlttce of trustees 
hc.idcd by ICdward flopklnson, Jr. and 
tho main feature of tho research is a 
questlonalro which Is being sent to .all 
students to gel an exact idea of what 
things will be necessary to equip a 
campus there. 

Tho housiiii; problem is an out- 
.sUindlng feiituro of the questlonalro 
and .all students are asked to state 
whether llioy live In fraternity houses 
univ&rslty domltorics, or campus 
boarding houstMi' , and especlallv 
whether they àre entirely or p;irtlaliy 
self-suppporting during the 1D2C — 
1927. In addition each student who 
Is nj^ked to e.<lllmatp tho .-^um-total of 
those expenses for the whole year. 

An essential part of the information 
asked for Is that of tho nature of em- 
ployment, place' where work Is done 
and its distance from Valley Forge a-s 
well as tile name ofrnlio employer and 
l)he amount of pay received. The board 
is also Interested in summer work and 
requires each student to toll the place 
of emploj'ment and Its distance from 
Valley Forge as well as tho total am 
ount earned and Its relation to the 
amount saved for use during tho 
college ycari' :. , ,

Meeting Of Undergiaduate Society 
Favof Of Gowns 

DOLLAR LEVY 



New Levy Will be Instituted 
at Beginning of September 
Session 



The Royal Victoria Collège Under- 
graduate .Society upheld the weiirlng 
of gowiiH at the meeting which was 
held yoKicrday afternoon. It was de- 
cided that the wearing of gowns im>u1'1 
not be made comiiulsory by ajiy ao- 
'-•lety In the oolloge. but lio-.vevcr, they 
pliiced themselves on record as favor- 
lug the measure. This means that any 
woman student may now wear a gown 
at lectures, 

.\nolher rualler of Importance \vh[t:h 
was brought up .and discussed yester- 
iliiy. v.-;ui whether or nut an attiletlc 
levy should be Imixjsod. This w.as 
r;ither heatedly discussed, and finally, 
when the m.-iticr was brought to a 
votera on<' dollar levy was imposed on 
all ujidcrgraduates, starting in Sep- 
tember, 1927. 

The meeting was primarily called for 
the purpose of discussing tho athletic 
levy .and the wearing of gowns. The 
levy was dealt with first. It w.n^ sug- 
gested that, Instead of the fjym. de- 
monstration, which had formally been 
the moans of raising money for the. | 
ltV,C. Athletic Association, a levy of | 
one dollar per year .should bo JmpoHcd 
on every R.X'.r. undergi-aduato com- 
mencing In .September of ne.\t year. 

Explanation of the financial situa- 
tion of the athletic association was 
satisfactorily given by the president, 
Miss Glen Cameron. .V length}^ ^^discus- 
sion then ensued. In which the pros 
and cons were mooted and deliberated 
upon, and finally It wa,s unanimously 
voted that the one doll:ir levj- should 
bemadc, ■ : — ■ — - 

The next question Is one which is 
Interesting tho whole university Ju.sl 
at present, namely the we.aring of 
gowns at lectures. As it wiis felt that 
tho decision of tho women would have 
a decided effect on the trend of opin- 
ion among the different cliuiscs and 
faculties at McGill, .the question was 
discussed very seriously from all an- 
gles. The presldet# of the Undergrad- 
uate Society then explained that the 
rule about wearing gowns could not 
bo enforced by any society or ,aiiy un- 
dergraduate body about the university, 
since the pule had beon abrogated by 
the Faculties .at McG-llI, 

ll was therefore felt that no move 
could be made for compulsory wear- 
ing of gowns, hut de.spite this, the bi ûy 
decided to place tliemsolves on ro'.'ord 
!ig favoring tho wearing of gowns. Tho 
move -was approved by the majority 
of thoso present at this meeting of 
tho Undergraduate Society.

Harvard Coach Says Game is

Lafayette, Ind., Dec. 10.— (By Ex- 
change Seri-lce) — Less "tlnkcrlns' 
with the rules is the advice of Jimmy 
Phelan. head football coach at Pur- 
duo University, \siio favors an ox- 
p'erlraental period for each proposed 
alteration In the gridiron code. 

Phelan believes the yearly alter- 
ations in thé ; forward pass rules, 
.shift regulations, ball out of bounds 
sections and others only confuse the 
players. . coaches and officials. Any 
benefit' to be derived oen be obtained 
by greater .familiarity with existing 
rules, the Boilermaker mentor thinks. 
' The former Rockne pupil, who 
piloted Purdue into third place in 
the Conference, through victories over 
Indiana and Chicago and a tie with 
Wisconsin, has nothing of major im- 
portance to suggest for the Confer- 
ence meeting this week-end at 
Chicago. 

From Bloomlngton comes word that 
Pat Page, one-time .star at Chicago 
and now football teacher at Indiana, 
favors a round-robln of schedule mak- 
ing in the Conference. He would have 
every team of the Big Ten meet every 
team before they mot the first ag- 
gregation again. He believes greater 
interest will result and that better bal- 
anced schoduleB will bo tho outcome.

Cambridge, ,Mnss., Dec. 10— (By Ex- 
oliango Service) — "There Is absolutely 
no ground for Intelligent condemnation 
of tho huddle system of giving sig- 
nals," J. L. Knox '98, coach of the Uni- 
versity football seconds in an Inter- 
view xvlth a ' Crimson rcpresontatlvo 
ye.itcrilay. "Those who criliclKo it bnse 
their argimicntM citlior on the manner 
in wlilcli poorly coached teams execute 
tho huddle, or on facts for which tlic 
huddle is Pot responsible. The huddle 
sj'stem Is a perfectly nattiral develop- 
ment from tho continuous battle be- 
tween the orfcn.so and .-thci:. (1eronse 
which has uliaravlcrir.ed football slneo 
Its beginning. 

"About IDOS some of llie better 
coaches realized that it was poasiblu 
to use it scientifically planned offense 
in such a way as to capitalize weak- 
ness Indicated . l^y tho defensive tctim 
whereby tho defensive team was indi- 
vidually Or collectively iiut of posltlonl 
Percy Haiighton was one of the first 
to recognize this fact and for year.* 
remained in advance of other coaches 
by planning plays to utilize any error 
In the opponents' defense. Other coa- 
ches gradually upprcclntod and dupli- 
cated his methods. This vory natursilly 
rcsnltert in various cosiches so planning 
and leaching defense that ihoso woalî- 
nesses ceased to exist, and they went 
so far as to have defensive players 
dellbcratively make It ^PPt^rcnt that 
they were out of position. In order to 
lnvlte|;thc offense to strike apparent 
wciiltnesscs only to find that the weuk- 
np'Ss was not real when tho play was 
actually under way. It is obvious, 
therefore that tho power of the offense 
In 1908 consisted largely Jn the qiuirt- 
,erback gucssine a play. Then followed 
the period of a definite, scientifically 
planned offense. fcMnally tho develop- 
ment of defense nullified these scien- 
tific methods of play selection. To put 
the offense again in the ascendency, 
various coaches developed shift plays 
in order to compel tîie defense to 
chance Its alignment after being pre- 
pared to rocet tho offense which 
threatened before the shift took place. 

"Aa time went on tho defense again 
learned to shift with the offensive team 
and not leave dangerous openings 
which tbc offence could capitalize. It 
then it came necessary for the offense 
to evolve some other method of keep- 
ing the defense In doubt a to tho real 
Intent ot the attack, and the huddle 
was a very natural answer to this 
problem. From the ih\iddlo a team can 
come out into any one of a multitude 
of formations the exact nature of 
which is concealed from the defense 
almost the instant when the ball is 
put In play. This result when the 
ball is put in play. This result could 
not be' achieved if the team made all 
its moves from a standard formation, 
becatiso the defense could move with 
and as fast as the offense. 

"There are other features of the 
huddle which arc of great value to ths 
team which has the b»U.:i]U;ja8surca 
that the signal will be understood by 
the whole team. It allows for slight 
modifications In the plays to t.ahe ad- 
vantages of weakness In tho defense. 
I''urthermorc It allows men to be 
shifted in bhc line-up .without attract- 
ing tho attention of the defenscàhus 
making better use of tho availalbe 
weapins in a perfectly legitimate 
manner. 

'"rhoBo who ' , criticise tho huddle 
fihould not base their criticism on the 
performance of poorly coiichcd teams. 
A properly . coached team huddles 
within three yards of the ball and 
leaves the huddle f.-ust. While they 
aro in the huddle tho «luarterbock is 
the only one to speak and he merely 
B'lvcti the signal. Records show tdiat 
the avoroee number ot plays In a 
game Is an great with tho huddle sys- 
tem as It was with the old system of 
calling signals, so the huddle docs not 
slow up the game. As for stalling, the 
referee is near enougli to know what 
goes on in the huddle ;ind if. he lets a 
team hold a town meeting In their 
huddle, It is his responsibility and no 
faiult of the ihtiddle oystem"'.

NOT GRADES

I is one of the most important 
duties t)f upper-classmen lo inculcate 
in the freshman's niind_ the idea that 
a studv should be pursued a.nd Inves 
tigated foi' Oil- liulh it might leveai 
n an lionost and conscientious quest 
learning, not to be mastered and 
lenioriiied as .salient points which are 
kelv to be asked in the final exanii 
nation . 

■Success is iiica-nsUTcd and limited by 
the ab'Uty to do. If one is poorly 
oQuipped he is under handicap. If, 
during his college day«, one has 
studied merely with the Idea of ob- 
taining gradée and has not studied 
W'tli the Idea of seaicliing out the 
truth ana t.hej.rue value of the study 
one is poorly equipped 

Grades arc often the outward uigus 
of uu actual and honest sea.rch for 
truth. On the other hand, grades are 
sometimes ajid proba.bly more often 
the reaull of attempts to oram some 
facts Into one's head a few days pre- 
ceding cxaminati|i>n,s- Such practice 
does little more than develop a bunch 
of memory Hhorks and does vory 
little aUntg the line of producin; 
learned titudcnts. 

■■ Exanalnatioiis in many caiies deter- 
mine tihc grades the students receive 
In a coui-se. Sometimes this method 
gives a true roprcsontatioii of what 
the student has gra^pod from the 
course and sometimes it does not give 
a. true representation. The problem Is 
one tor the students themselves, not 
especiaDy for tlie faculty. 

Studonta in college are buiding an 
equipment for life out of college. If 
students lall to buUd this uauipmorit 
In college It if a /a.ir bet .that they 



win not build tho oqulpment after 
college. HiiIUl your ' equlpmon't now 
while you ;vo the opportunity — pro- 
crnstiiititiijii will be fatal. Be true to 
yourself in your studies, and you will 
then also be into to your instructor.

OUTGROWING THE RULES 

Time and again forelpm customs 
have been introduced Into a commttn- 
ity only to disappear -iftor the novelty 
has worn off. Quite often ancient 
practices have vanished because the 
newer generation hiu-» ch.anged constd- 
orably and finally revolted against 
obsolcto institutions. ~A custom cannot 
be trunsjilanted from one cotintry Into 
another with any hope of surviving 
unless the two nations concerned are 
Inhabitej by people of tjimiKar lastoa. 
In a like manner, a practice that has 
grown up with a community ciumot 
.-successfully be retained unless the 
people of the later age arc of tho same 
tendenoics ns those who have preceded 
lliom. 

An institution fostered by American 
colleges is now being attacked. The 
,advisabi1Ity of continuing freshman 
hazing is being questioned. It is cur- 
ious to note that the "small town 
colIcge«" thai are sti!'. po|)ulnted by 
students nkin in nature to iho founders 
of tho custom hn.vc a« yel no thought 
of aUandonlng the practice. It is only 
that have nt- 
student body 
that resentment is growing. Many of 
these (Students live at home and have 
not the interest in the college ihat a 
resident would have. Some of these 
have already discarded freshnLin rules, 
many of ".hem now expericnc'ng the 
.smio difficulties .-u» Columbia, in forc- 
ing them uiion students entirely dis- 
similar in nature with those wlio cs- 
labllMhcd them generations ago. 

If the trouble with the whole sku- 
atlon is that Columbia has oh.anged 
HO In character that the spirit of llio 
rules Us now alien to tlp^ student na- 
ture, then the time has come to abol- 
ish the practice. There is absolutely 
no use in tr.ving to presorve an insti- 
tution becnuso it has come down to 
us from the venerable past, — Colum- 
bi.T, Spccliitor.

EDUCATION, 

For a majority of the students who 
throng this and other i-ampuses, edu- 
cation-means only pr«p.arntIon to earn 
more money than their less educated 
fellow-men. Their concept is no whit 
different from that of an animal 
trainer, teaching complicated tricks to 
brown bear, that It may be more of 
an attraction than a cinnamon bear, 
with only a small repertoire of stunt-s. 

While such is the American concept 
of educaton, it cannot be the only one. 
Many educated peojile ,are underpaid 
while ignorant imm'igrants rise stead- 
ilj' in the ranks of the plutocracy. If 
Kmerson is right in his essay on "Com- 
pensation," when he says that for 
every action there i? a compensating 
deed, for every evil suffered, there is 
a reward — if Emerson is right, then 
the underpaid educated must also get 
their reward, since It does not come 
to them in money. 

This compensation, it appears, must 
come in the keener enjoyment of 
what they have, greater zest In llv- 
ing, a greater awareness of the world 
around them, a greater appreciation 
of literature and friendships. 

The familiar expression, that brains 
and beauty don't go together, should 
be revamped to read, "Brains and 
money don't go together." There are 
probably fewer exceptions to the se- 
cond axiom than the first, for the 
very simple reason that an education 
Is not yet valued for Itself in the Unit- 
ed Stales as It is in Europe. Money 
rather thon education, gives social 
rank; everyone knows how intellect- 
ual are the "tour hundcred." clubs. 

Wiat men's social club takes ui) 
worth-while subjects at the meeting'/ 
Women's clubs, the country over, at 
their afternoon meetings, listen for 
several hours to supposedly intelli- 
gent papers on the "Recurrence of 
the Arpeggio In Beethoven," or "A 
Brief Blograijjhical Sketch of Rablna- 
dratli Tagore." 'I'licn, afterwards, they 
tiearly drown themselves In tea. Real- 
ly, they should not be blatned. 

Of course these are worth-while 
subjects, it some one capable works 
them out. But how many of the wo 
iiien present are fitted to understand 
such a discourse, when they have not 
completed high school perhaps, and 
have read nothing but trashy fiction'.' 

We have our ideas of what educa- 
tion is; other people have utterly 
varying ideas. Yet, more or less, to 
discuss any topic intelligently, to en- 
Joy life so that when death comet it 
cull be said, "1 haye lived with my 
fellow-men, and loved them; 1 hnvc 
reasoned wth them, and still regarded 
then) kindly; I have found life good" 
— that is to have had an education.
